DR, REICHELT’ 1s LECTU RE™ 
ON TIBET , 


t 
An address of absorbing intorest ! 
desoribing his recent mission: te 
Tibet, was delivered by Dr." H. 
Reichelt, of the ‘Lao’ kung Shan | 
Monastery, Shatin, during . ‘the 
Quiet Hout at , the European 
Y.M.C.A., ‘Kowloon, last night. 
The lerturer, who returned from 
Tibet only few months ago, after 


an extrémely . arduous ‘journey, ex: | 


plained that there wore three prin- 
cipal peutes to this mysterious coun- 
try of the Hymalayos. One was: 
through India, the: route to which 
yas. closed to all except British 
nfficials, whe second was via Yunan-. 
hi, Tali-fa | and Batang, but hero 


again the roads were " practically ‘ 


impassable owing to the hordes of 
bandits aha infested tho. region ;, 
and tho third route was via .the 
Yangtsze River and the poovincas 
of Szechuen and Sinkiang. 

Inst was the safest route and waa: 


the one taken by him, ig 


Dr, Reichelt described in glowing 
terms the magiificent scenery “to he 
obsorved during the steamer journey 
down the  Yangtsze—thes King 
River Lapoke of the awe inspir 
ing gre ur of the Georges an 
the rapids down which they passed 
on rafts, Past Ichang, the largest 
industrial city on the Yangtsze 
ufter Hankow,, they reached the 
dreaded hopdet's of Szechuen where 
the banks of the river ewarmed with 
bandits who would fire on passing 
yessals without tho slightest pro- 
yoeation, Fortunately Dr. ‘Reicholt’s 
boat awaa not molested but he saw 
bands of Communist troops parad- 
ing on-the shore and fully expected 
that they would be boarded. 


The Jecture'r described the famous 
turning in the Gorgev known aa ;the 
Wind Box, ‘so. called because ‘the 
north wind roared through o hole 
high wp in the cliffs, and said. that 
the Chinese legend credited the Em- 
peror Yu with having blown this 
hole in the ‘rock in order to give 
the waters rising in the:“ roof of 
the world" an outlet to the sea. on 
his ‘way down the river he met, 
monk from Lhosu who was. merle 
ing to Poiping, This man, had the’| 
figure of the Bhudda burnt on his! 
chest and a rosary was similarly 
burned into his reck; in spite of his 
agony he was filled with ecstacy 
and .was a typical example of: the 
religions <ievotion of these’ Tibetan 
devotees. Dr. Reichelt said that 


the inPuence of the Grand Lhamo|., . 


‘could be felt far from Tibet and it 
was more poworfu) than any politi- 
cal‘organisation. Bo a ag 

Szechuen he’ described as the 
wealthiest’ mineral and vegetable 
provinee in China, and said that it 
was an ompire iu. ‘itself, almost cn- 
tirely independent ‘of. the Central 
Government. Unfortunately it was: 
over-run with bandits and militar. 
ists and was never free from civil 
wars. It was remarkable “for the 
wonderful system of irrigation 
which distributed ‘the waters Irom 
‘the north and made the plain gne 
of the most fortile regions in China. 

In conclusion Dr. Reichelty gave a 
brief description of the religion of 
the Tibetans: and. emphasised that 
behind 
ritual Iny a profound philosophy 
and mysticism which in some in- 
stances anticipated the modern 
scientific theory of the molecular 
structure of mafter.
